1. For the purposes of this notification,- 

(i) “actual fees” means the fees actually charged from the road users of 
the said stretch on the basis of length of the project highway and 
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base fee given in the Table to this notification and shall be rounded 
off to nearest five rupees. 

(ii) “date of commercial operation” means the date on which commercial 
operation of the Section from Km 5.735 to 39.960 (except 2.085 Km 
portion of National Highway 22, Dera Basi ROB from Km 30.060 to 
Km 33.045) of National Highway number 22, and Km.
